Example of Haitien Negroes 
in Exterminating the Whites 
Is Cited---Establishment of 
Black Republic in Eastern 
Cuba Is Urged---Death Is 
Threatened to Foreigners. 


Hlavana, Me» 8§1.—While the situation 
arising from the racial revolutionary 
movement is unqestionably serious, and 
apparently growing more dangerous, 
the reticence of the government ren- 
ders impossible a precise determina- 
tion of its gravity. The only thing 
absolutely certain that a condition 
of insurgency exists among the ne- 
zroes of Matanzas, Santa Clara ond 
Oriente provinces, especially in the 
last-named, and that the government 
fs straining every nerve to stamp out 
the rebellion by the use of all mili- 
tary forces at its disposal. 

Rushing Troops to Front. 

Additional troops were rushed by 
railroad to Oriente this afternoon and 
a force of 1,200 men was dispatched to 
that province tast night.

recently surreptitiously entered the’ 
province, and are reported to be in- 
flaming the Cuban negroes by citing 
the example of the Haitiens in exter- 
minattng the whites in their country, 
and urging the establishment of a 
black republic in the eastern end of 
Cuba. These Haitlens, it is said, num- 
ber several] thousand. 

It is rumored that seven schooners, 
from Haiti have landed cargoes of 
arms. 

Armed Negroes Near Santtazo. 

Santiago, Cuba, May 21.—Parties of 
armed negroes headed by Generals 
Estenoz and Invonet are reported op- 
erating in the vicinity of Fl Caney, E] 
Cobre and San Luis and also at various 
points close to this city. The band led 
by Invonet passed through the Fir- 
meha property of the Juragua Iron 
Company, seizing a large number of! 
horses and a quantity of explosives. 

The authorities consider the situa- 
tion serious, but refuse to give out 
news. At Sevilla and Ocana the in- 
surgents attacked and looted stores 
owned by Spaniards who have protest- 
e€ to the Spanish consul at Guasimas. 
An encounter is reported between in- 
surgents and the rural guards at Yer- 
baguinea, the guard losing two men 
killed and several wounded.

Washington, May 21.—(Special.)— 
Senator W. Murray Crane, of Massa- 
chusetts, who is one of the managers 
of the Taft campaign for renomina- 
tion, voluntarily announced this after- 
noon that he would not again seek re- 
election to the senate. 

Thus passes another of the men who 
were lieutenants of former Senator A|l- 
drich. The latter voluntarily left the 
senate. Senator Hale, of Maine, re- 
signed when defeat became apparent. 
Senator Frye, of Maine, died in the 
harness and Senator Cullom, of Iili- 
nois, has just been defeated for re- 
election. Senator Burrows, of Michi- 
gan, lost at the polls, and Senator 
Depew, of New York, has retired to 
private life. 

One é¢xplanation of Mr. Crane’s re- 
tirement is that he feared to take his 
chances under the new popular prima- 
ry for senators, which the Massachu- 
setts legislature is expected to adopt. 
His close friends, however, insist he 
could have been re-elected next year. 

Mr. Crane is wealthy, has large pa- 
per manufacturing interests and his 
wife is a sister of Miss Mabel Board- 
man, head of the 
Society. He was first elected to the 
senate to succeed Senator George F. 
Hoar in 1904 and was re-elected in

Mr. Crane is the republican whip of 
the senate, and was recently charac- 
terized in a speech by Senator Wil- 
liams, of Mississippi, as the “Deus ex 
machina’ or god of the machine.

It seems that the plant is to be located in the very heart of the 
city and it is thus absolutely necessary that it be made odorless 
and smokeless, otherwise the value of every piece of central busi- 
ness property in Atlanta is impaired. It costs more to construct 
a high-power than a low-power plant, and it would be the worst 
of nonsense for the city to build a cheap !gw-power plant, not only 
unable to do the work required of it, bft which would undoubte 
edly be closed by injunction. | 

What Atlanta wants, intends to havé, and is able and willing 
to pay for, is the best and most enduring garbage plant that can 
be built, and not the cheapest. 

But, above all things, the city wants action! 
finance committee to pass this matter on to council for settle-

Some of the earlier arrivals were fa- 
vored with a visit to the kitchen just 
before the luncheon was prepared.

They are instructed in small groups, as 
the kitchen is not large enough for so 
many to work together, nor is it feasi- 
ble to try to intsruct so large a class 
at one time. 

The giris have been very enthusias- 
tic about their work, and groups of 
them have met every afternoon during 
the three weeks since the establish- 
ment of the cooking school for the 
purpose of mastering the mysteries of 
the culinary art. 

When the luncheon was over Mayor 
Winn was ready to issue a certificate 
of proficiency to the smiling young la- 
dies who assisted in the preparation of 
the luncheon.

There are only two varieties of this 
strictly American fowl, the Java, rec- 
ognized in the standard. The Black 
and the Mottled. Their history—that 
is of the pure American Java—is very 
interesting. They have recently been 
traced back to 1852. There are very 
few of the pure bred Javas in existence 
today. Several breeds have sprung up 
from time to time that were called 
Javas. Some of them were admitted 
into the standard, ang then in a year 
Or two dropped out and disappeared. 

It has been claimed that the Ply- 
mouth Rock had Java blood in their 
make-ips, but on a close examination 
latierly this proved to be incorrect, for 
the fowl! that was used in this cross 
proved to have been the Black Cochin. 
It had feathered legs, and pure Java 
has no Asiatic blood in its veins. 

Their origin has been carefully 
traced back to 1852, but beyond that nv 
one can tell how they were built up or 
Where they came from. It is said and, 
in fact, proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that there. lived in Missouri a 
very prominent doctor who had a bre>d 
of black fowls that were all alike in 
shape, feather and other characteris- 
tics that were unlike any fowls then 
known They were in shape unlike 
the Malays or the Asiatics. 


Doctor Wouldn't Sell. 

They were of large size, with long 
backs, ‘very full breasts, with legs of 
medium length and not feathered. They 
presented a very stylish, beautiful ap- 
pearance, were full ef energy and 
great layers of large white eggs. Thev 
were hardy as chicks, and also in ma2- 
turity. The doctor who owned them 
would not sell or give any of them or 
their eggs to these neighbors. But one 
of these neighbors hired the doctor's 
coachman to give him only three eggs, 
from which he succeeded in raising 
three chickens. He guarded them wiia 
great care, and in 1857 moved to Duch- 
ess county, New York, and brought a 
large bunch of fowls with him. In 
1867 they were introduced into Or- 
leans coucty, New York, where thev 
were bred in large number. They have 
been carefully bred there since thit 
time. 

They occasionally cast a white spor, 
and by this means some think that 
the mottled variety was produced. Tt 
is claimed, however, that the mottled 
variety was produced by a cross b»#- 
tween a Black Java cock and a large 
white hen that was selected from a 
large flock of white fowls of unknown 
breed, and that this was really the 
way that the mottles were produced, 
and that because of the fact that tho 
Black Javas had been inbred for many 
years, this out-cross resulted in 4a 
fowl, the superior of the blacks in 
many respects, 


A Superior Breed. 
Java—both varieties—is a very 
superior breed of fowls, and had they 
been originated in any other countrv 
gave in the United States they would 
be bred in large numbers today. The 
fondness of the production of new 
breeds among American breeders is, in 
my opinion, a real injury to the poul- 
try interests. Thousan of new breeds 
have been produced wire hardly one 
in a thousand have been able to exis. 
They start up, create a small! sentiment 
and then, when the next make its ap- 
pearance passes out and is forgotten 
and then again. when one of the new 
issues gains a footing, and succeeds, it 
- does it, at the expense of an old breed 
that is in some instances its superior 
in many respects. ‘ 

Another evil that should be checked

Hales are so nearly alike that good 
judges can scarcely tell the differen-« 
in the show room. 
* I stood by in a show room last year 
and saw a prominent Judge puta blua

Chicks Droop and Die. 


W. H. Jones, Leesburg, Texas.—Dear 
Uncle Dudley: I gent you a letter 
about six or eight weeks ago and in- 
closed postage for reply, but have not 
received an answer. 
know is this: My chicks, about three 
or four weeks old, were doing fine 
until recently, when I noticed one 
droopy and next day I noticed two hal 
died. Twenty-four -hours followia;y 
ten had died. When I first noticed the 
trouble Ll put carbolic acid in their 
drinking water. They have been in 
the best Kind of condition until now. 
They are Brown Leghorns and not in- 
bred at all. I feed on perfect chick 
feed, rolled oats and bread crumbs 
They run,at large when the dew ‘s 
not on the grass and eat at feed time. 
Nearly all in the bunch show signs oft 
droopiness at present. The first let- 
ter I wrote you Was about my oth?r 
hateh. They were in about the same 
shape as these, Oniy they had cramp- 
ing spells and died about as suddenly 
as these do, 

Answer—Yours of May 15 has just 
arrived. I remember having received 
a letter from you some time ago, but 
I am quite sure 1 answered it. How- 
ever, I regret that it did not reach you. 
and will say this as to your chickens: 
l have written so many .times as .0 
how to feed little chickens in the south 
that it is an easy matter for me to r:- 
peat just exactly what, from my own 
experience, | know is the best way. 

In the first place, no one in the south 
should hatch off chicks after the miid- 
dle of April. To quit on the first of 
April would be better. 

In feeding little chickens it is best 
to go just as near the natural way 
that they were fed in the wilds as pvus- 
sible. God gave these little fellows 
a gizzard that needed development. He 
did not put sand in it. This they had 
to get themsélves, and it ig one of tne 
first things after thirty-six hours that 
they need. They should be given a 
little water and before any food is 
given them, they should be allowed to 
get enough grit in their gizzards to 
grind hard food. This is the natural 
Way of treating them. 

soft. food will keep the mill idle. 
It will not strengthen or develop the 
Sizzard, Feeding on soft food weak- 
ens the gizzard, puts it out of business 
and when they get to be about twenty- 
five to thirty days old they are almvu:t 
invariably attacked this season of the 
year with indigestion, which comes 
from the failure to exercise the giz- 
zard, and is almost impossible to cure. 
Feed your chickens on small grain-- 
Cracked rice, cracked wheat or any 
Other small, hard grain. Never, under 
any circumstances, given them oorn 
in any shape, In our climate corn 
sours quicker than any other grain, 
and sour fo00d of any kind is detri- 
mental to the health of all chickens, 
particularly at this season of the year. 

The trouble which affects) yuur 
chickens has been broadcast over the 
entire south this vear, because of the 
excess of rain and lack of sunshin:. 
My advice to you is to separate your 
chickens when they get sick. Feel 
them on easily digested food that ha3 
no tendency to sour Quickly. Quit 
hatching off summer chickens. They 
cost more than they are worth to raise 
them. Separate vour hens from the 
roosters; keep vour hens lavine an.
